As  if  to  counter  the  pope’s 
assertions  on  religious  liberty. 
U.S.  President  Barack  Obama 
said  at  a  Democratic  National 
Committee  gala  fundraiser 
for  LGBT  causes  in  New  York 
City  on  the  evening  of  Sept. 
27,  “We  affirm  that  we  cher¬ 
ish  our  religious  freedom  and 
are  profoundly  respectful  of 
religious  traditions,  but  we 
also  have  to  say  clearly  that 
our  religious  freedom  doesn’t 
grant  us  the  freedom  to  deny 
's  our  fellow  Americans  their 
constitutional  rights." 

The  pope  also  made  a  sur¬ 
prise  visit  to  the  Little  Sisters 
of  the  Poor  at  their  convent  in 
Washington,  a  sign  of  his  sup¬ 
port-  for  the  Roman  Catholic 
order  in  its  legal  fight  against 
the  Obama's  abortion /contra¬ 
ception  mandate,  according  to 
the  Vatican. 

The  IJttle  Sisters  of  the 
Poor  and  GuideStone  Finan¬ 
cial  Resources,  the  SBC’s 
health  and  financial  benefits 
entity  headquartered  in  Dal¬ 
las,  have  joined  together  to 
ask  the  U.S.  Supreme  Court  to 
accept  their  appeal  of  a  lower- 
court  ruling  that  would  require 
non -church -related  religious 
organizations  to  pay  for  con¬ 
traceptives  for  their  employ¬ 
ees.  Among  the  requir^  drugs 
said,  are  those  that  pjotentially  can 
cause  early  abcirtions.

The  poj^’s  speech,  Mohler 
said  in  his  Sept.  25  podcast, 
sent  “a  very  clear  signal  to 
conservative  Catholic^  they 
arc  facing  “exactly  what  they 
feared  —  a  pope  who  is  not  only 
leaning  lefr,  but  is  going  to  take 
the  Roman  Catholic  Church  to 
the  left  with  him." 

Though  he  expressed  some 
disappointment  in  the  poi 
lack  of  clarity,  Moore  told  BP  in 
written  comments,  "Even  as  we 
Baptists  continue  to  have  theo- 
loipcal  differences  with  Pope 
Frands  and  with  the  Roman 
Catholic  Church,  we  can  and 
should  look  for  opportunities 
to  join  our  voices  to  speak  to  is¬ 
sues  of  life,  liberty,  and  human 
dignity  in  the  public  square." 

The  pope  endorsed  religious 
freedom  in  both  his  wocfU 
and  actions  during  his  time 
in  Washington.  At  a  welcom¬ 
ing  ceremony  Sept.  23,  he  told 
President  Obama  and  an  au¬ 
dience  on  the  White  House's 
south  lawn  that  American 
Catholics  and  others  desire 
respect  for  their  ‘right  to  reli¬ 
gious  liberty."

Biblically,  I  think  you  could  make  a

A  second  thought  1  would  share 
is  that  we  need  to  show  our  beat 
and  moat  beautiful  expressions 
at  deatii.

Approxiinately  18% 
of  this  number  is  affiliated  vdth 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
or  other  Gospel  partners. 

"'Our  veterans  and  their  fami¬ 
lies  have  a  growina  need  for  a 
cure  to  their  woun£  of  %var  that 
can  only  be  found  in  the  (k)spel. 
A  recent  study  by  Baylor  Univer¬ 
sity  concluded  that  clem  and 
the  church  —  not  psychologists 
or  other  mental  health  experts 
—  are  the  most  common  source 


of  help  sought  (by  our  troops]  in 
times  of  psychologicai  distil.’” 

Carver  said  churches  can 
take  practical  steps  to  assist  vet¬ 
erans,  including: 

■  Maintain  an  awareness  of 
the  needs  and  sacrifices  of  our 
veterans  and  their  families. 

■  Create  an  environment  of 
acceptance  for  those  recovering 
fiom  their  war  wounds  and  other 
associated  trauma. 

■  Provide  pastoral  care  to 
dc|]|loyed  troops,  veterans,  and 
thwounilies. 

■  Establish  reintegration 
ministiy  for  those  returning 
from  a  deployment  or  retiring 
from  die  militiuy. 

■  Initiate  an  intentional 
trauma  ministry  strategy  for 
military  families. 

NAMB  President  Kevin  Ezell 
echoed  Carver’s  suggestions  and 
OQOcern.  This  is  an  important 
time  for  churches  to  be  aware  of 
the  needs  of  our  military  fami¬ 
lies.  These  transitions  n^t 
also  mean  that  many  military 
members  can  pl^  a  greater  role 
in  ministiy  %vithin  our  churches 
where  theu-  leadership  and  expe¬ 
rience  is  much  needed.” 

By  the  dose  of  fiscal  year  20  W. 
the  Anny  expects  to  have  reduced 
in  size  from  4^.000  to  450,000, 
according  to  the  Army  News  Ser¬ 
vice.

U.S.  House  of  Kcprescn- 
tatives  voted  Sept.  i8  to 
defund  Manned  Parenthood 
in  the  wake  of  the  release 
of  undercover  videos  pnnndii^ 
evidence  of  the  or^nization  s 
trade  in  baby  body  parts.  On 
the  same  date,  the  House  also 
approved  legislation  to  protect 
babies  who  survive  abortions. 

House  members  passed  the 
bills  in  the  face  of  U.S.  Presi¬ 
dent  Barack  Obama's  prom¬ 
ise  to  veto  both  measures. 
Representatives  voted  2ai-i87 
for  the  Defund  Planned  Par¬ 
enthood  Act,  H.R.  3134-  The 
bill  would  place  a  one-year 
moratorium  on  federal  money 
for  the  Planned  Parenthood 
Federation  of  America  (PPFA) 
and  its  afflKates  while  Congress 
investigates  the  organization. 

The  vote  came  after  the 
release  since  mid -July  of 
lo  secretly  recorded  videos 
that  show  Planned  Parent¬ 
hood  officials  discussing  the 
sale  of  organs  from  aborted 
children  and  acknowled^ng 
their  willingn^  to  manipu¬ 


late  the  abortion  procedure  to 
preserve  body  parts  for  sale 
and  use.

Paul  had  an  immovable  confidence 
in  God.  We  can  have  the  same.  Vic¬ 
tory  is  ours  because  the  Lord’s  love 
and  power  are  constant.  Take  comfort 
in  Jesus’  words  in  John  16:33:  “In  the 
world  you  will  have  tribulation;  but 
be  of  good  cheer,  I  have  overcome  the 
world.
